Makeup of Jury. 


The jury, which represented 
widely divergent occupations in- 
cluding office employes, business 
men, a salesman, a machinist, a 
civil engineer, a plant foreman, 
a farmer and a truck terminal 
manager, was polled at the re- 
quest of defense attorney Mor- 
ris Shenker. Each stood and 
answered firmly when asked if 
the verdict was his. 

Judge Hulen excused the ju- 
rors from further service, first 
thanking them. He said: “I think 
you have discharged your duties 
in a very able way.” 

The maximum penalty on each 
‘count of the indictment is 20 
years’ ‘imprisonment and a 
' $10,000 fine. 

The defendants are among 16 
AFL leaders indicted on charges 
of violating the anti-racketeer- 
ing act. Bianchi has been named 
in nine indictments, Thompson 
in eight and Poster in six 

One of the 16, Paul Hulahan, 
business agent of Local 42, AFL 
Building Laborers’ Union, was 
sentenced last month to 12 years 
in prison and fined $8000. He 
is in city jail pending the filing 
of an appeal. 

Praise for Jury. 


In making his final charge, 
Judge Hulen remarked he did 
not recall a jury which paid 
'more attention to evidence and 
|arguments than this one. He 
told them to disregard a third 
count of the indictment, charg- 
ing attempted extortion, which 
' previously had been dismissed 
by the Government. 

He also said he had found 
no evidence to connect de- 
fendants Poster and Thompson 
with a $1000 payment allegedly 
made to Bianchi by the Trojan 
Co. at Linn, Mo., in November 
1951. This was part of the al- 
leged $15,312 shakedown. 

“The anti-racketeering statute 
is directed to the payment of 
graft or extortion, as in the 
present case to labor leaders, 
when it affects interstate com- 
merce,” he said. “Truly, it is 
at least as protective of em- 
ployes as of employers. It is 
not dir2cted at legitimate ac- 
‘tions ot labor leaders and labor 
unions. 

“T am afraid some of the argu- 
ments were not of great help to 
the jury in defining issues in the 
case. We are not trying unions 
or labor organizations or the 
right of an individual to join the 
union. We are trying a charge 
of extortion. You should not.be 
diverted from it. 

“You will not take the fact 
that no defendants took the 
stand in this case as an indica- 
tion of guilt. They do not have 
to prove their innocence. The

GERMANS I EAST 
CONE TO HANG ON 


Pledges Tireless Fight to 
Free Them — Assails 
Molotov in Talk to 
5000 Berliners. 


| 


BERLIN, Feb. 24 (AP)—West 
German Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer last night pledged a 
“tireless” fight to liberate 18,- 
000,000 Soviet zone Germans 
from Communism and begged 
them to “hold out” until that 
day is reached. 

The Bonn republic leader, ad- 
dressing a wildly partisan crowd 
of 5000 in this divided city. 
declared the Big Four foreign 
ministers conference was “suc- 
cessful” in that it exposed Mos- 
cow's policy. 

It proved, he said: (1) The 
Kremlin wants the “status quo” 
to continue until it can dominate 
all Europe, and (2) that the 
Americans, British and French 
are Germany’s best friends and 
they acted so well in Germany’s 
interests “that we can say, no 
.Germans could have done it 
better.” 

To the Berliner and the East 
German, Adenauer asserted: 

“Hold out, 1 beg you. I know 
I ask much of you. But we shall! 
do everything in our power to 
help you and we'll never leave 
you in the lurch.

Delay on Entire Program. 

As a result of the election- 
year political cross-fire between 
the two chambers, it appeared 
today that not only the St. Louis 
earnings tax measure but also 
Gov. Donnelly’s entire 17-point 
legislative program was in dan- 
ger of being cut to pieces. 


His request for additional 
funds to carry on the drouth aid 
program is the only proposal cer~ 
tain to be approved in the spe- 
cial session. But even in this 
instance, it is doubtful the Legis- 
lature will vote the. full $3,600,- 
000 in new drouth aid he recom- 
mended. — 


The rest of the Democratic 
Governor’s program is apparent- 
ly headed for serious trouble. 
Republican Senate and House 
leaders were sharply critical of 
the subjects Donnelly submit- 
ted, accusing him of ignoring 
“two of the state’s most press- 
ing emergencies” — additional 
funds for state school aid and 
for the state mental hospitals. 


The Governor turned over to 
House leaders today all of the 
necessary bills to carry out his 
recommendations for $3,864,931 
in emergency appropriations. 
But Representative Myers said 
they would not be introduced 
imediately. 

Myers said his committee will 
meet this afternoon to decide 
whether the measures will be 
introduced as submitted by Don- 
nelly or held up for study. 

The earnings tax extension 
bill was introduced soon after 
Donnelly addressed the joint as- 
sembly of the Legislature. In 
his message the Governor made 
no .specific recommendation on 
the earnings tax. 


Boost for Tax Bill. 


The earnings tax proposal, 
which was involved in  pre- 
session political charges hurled 
by Republican legislative lead- 
ers, did receive a boost yester- 
day when Republican House 
members decided at a party 
caucus that it should not be 
made a partisan issue in the 
special session. 

Caucus Chairman A. Clifford 
Jones, Clayton, reported it was 
agreed that each member would 
be free to make up his mind 
whether to support or oppose 
the St. Louis proposal. He said, 
however, that opposition to the 
tax in the caucus was “wide- 
spread.” 

Republican Speaker Lester A. 
Vonderschmidt, who is opposed 
to an extension of the earnings 
tax, said no effort was made to 
bind Republican legislators to 
vote against the measure. 

He said he thinks the bill 
would have a better chance of 
| passage if the sponsors would 
| agree to submit the tax exten- 
sion proposal to a vote of the 
| people of St. Louis. 


Tax Favored in Poll. 


| Meanwhile, preliminary re- 
‘turns from a mail poll on the 
|earnings tax among voters in 
St. Louis’s Fourth State Repre- 
sentative District show 59 per 
| cent of them favor continuation 
| of the levy. 

| Representative Francis M. 
| O’Brien (Rep.), who is polling 
_voters in his district, said 295 
persons have returned post cards 
so far, telling him how they 
stand. He reported that 39.5 per 
cent also indicated they favor 
a of a state speed limit 
aw. 

O’Brien said he expected sev- 
| eral thousand replies before the 
' poll, covering 47 precincts: at 
the southern tip of the city, is 
completed. He is mailing out 
letters to s!! registered voters 
.in his district, inclosing a state- 
ment of arguments for and 
against the tax. He said he 
urged the voters to read the in- 
formation before stating their 
position. 

The Republican legislator said 
he is polling his constituents 
only on the tax and speed limit 
proposals. He expects the poll 
to be completed within a week. 

Five St. Louis Republican cen- 
tral committeemen, in a letter 
to Speaker Vonderschmidt to- 
day, urged passage of the earn- 
ings tax measure “as a civic 
matter and not as a political 
matter.” 

The letter was written by 
Committeeman Leo Militello. 
Twenty-seventh Ward, who said 
he spoke also for Committee- 
men Raleigh Robinson, Tenth 
Ward; Cliff Bauman, Ninth 
Ward; Jule Ballard, Second 
Ward, and Michael Joseph Hart. 
Twenty-eighth Ward. 

“We wholeheartedly support 
the earnings tax for the City of 
St. Louis,” Militello wrote. “The 
city needs the revenue desper- 
ately, and there is no other 
source of funds available.” 

Militello in a statement call- 
ed on other Republican city 
committee members to write in- 
dividually to Vonderschmidt and 
express their opinions. 

The city-sponsored bill pro- 
poses re-enactment of the pres- 
ent state enabling act authoriz- 
ing St. Louis to levy an earn- 
ings tax by ordinance. It would 
have no expiration date. Under 
provisions of the present law, 
the tax is scheduled to expire 
April 1. 

The bill would permit the St. 
Louis Board of Aldermen to levy 
a tax up to one per cent on the 
gross earnings of individuals 
and net profits of businesses. 
It would also permit the board 
to set up a system of deductions 
for individual taxpayers and 
their dependents. 


Terms of Present Law, 


The present tax ordinance 
fixes the levy at one-half of one 
per cent and makes no provision 
for individual and dependency 
exemptions,

Proposal on Drouth aid. 

Representative Christian ~F. 
Stipp of Carrollton, Republican 
floor leader, introduced a mea- 
sure ‘to take the $6,500,000 ceil- 
ing off drouth aid expenditures, 
which would have the effect of 
permitting use of $1,600,000 in 
federal grants for this purpose.

Labor Secretary Calls 
Present Decline Nec- 
essary Readjustment 
in Economy. 


FLINT, Mich., Feb. 24 (AP)— 
Secretary of Labor James P. 
Mitchell opposes an immediate 


public works program as a 80- 
lution to unemployment. He 
regards present trends as part 
of a necessary and unavoidable 
readjustment in America’s econ- 
omy. 

Citing employment uptrend 
since 1939, he says “it just 
doesn’t make sense” to say the 
nation is heading for a depres- 
sion. 

Mitchell, in a speech at a 
Lincoln day rally last night, said 
federal public works projects, 
if instituted immediately, would 
make the adjustment “sharper, 
more painful, and more pro- 
tracted.” 

He said the nation is gradu-| 
ally readjusting its economics 
from a wartime peak and is not 
going from “boom to bust.” 

“Coming Down to Plateau.” 

“We are coming down from 
the artificially-high peak made by 
war and inflation to a plateau— 
and we are almost there,” he 
said, “There may be a slight, but 
not significant, increase in un- 
employment for the next two 
months, Then for another few 
months we will rest at that 
level.” 

An audience of 3000 in this 
industrial city heard the speech. 
It was broadcast nationally by 
(NBC). 

Mitchell said readjustment 

was necessary and “we could 
only postpone, not avoid, it.” 
“It is my belief that we are 
better off getting it over with 
fast rather than . adopting 
schemes to postpone it...,” he 
said. 
A federal public works pro- 
gram to counteract unemploy- 
ment has been suggested by 
some quarters. 

The secretary criticized talk | 
of a depression or recession. | 
“Now we have heard a great | 
deal about unemployment 
lately,” he said. “It seems to 
me high time that this subject 
is dealt with objectively and 
placed in proper perspective. 
Let’s look at the figures over 
the last 15 years for the mo- 
ment.” 

3.8 Pct. Unemployed. ' 

“In 1939 unemployment in | 
the United States amounted to | 
17.2 per cent of the total civi- 
lian labor force; in January 
1950 it. was 7.3 per cent and in 
January of this year it was 3.8 
per cent of the civilian labor 
force. It just doesn’t make sense 
to me that we are headed for 
a depression in the light of facts 
like these.” : 

Mitchell said President Eisen- 
hower’s program would benefit | 
labor and the nation. He point- | 
ed to the President’s proposals | 
on unemployment benefits and | 
health and medical plan as well | 
as a housing program, income | 
tax reduction, and an atomic | 
energy program. 

Mitchell made his address aft- | 
er a tour of Flint area automo- | 
bile plants, chatting with workers 
on the way. He found them 
“happy in their jobs,” he said. 

He canceled a scheduled visit 
to Buick plants, scene of a jur- 
isdictional dispute between AFL 
unions. The plants were pick- 
eted. There was no trouble, 
however.

N SCHOOL WORK LAW 


Committee Seeks to End 
Limit on Use of Board’s 
Employes. 


A proposed change in Mis- 
souri law to eliminate a restric- 
tion onthe extent of moderniza- 
tion and repair work which can 
be carried out by Board of Edu- 
cation personnel was approved 
yesterday by the board’s legis- 
lative committee. 

The restriction, established in 
1945, prohibits the Commission- 
er of School Buildings from 
using board employes on any job 
in which labor costs will exceed 
$2500. Work on larger projects 
must be performed by private 
contractors. * 

Buildings Commissioner V. 
Harry Rhodes told the commit- 
tee labor costs have risen 50 
per cent since the restriction 
went in effect, “materially” re- 
ducing the scope of the work 
which originally could have been 
done under the limit. He added 
that, if the restriction is elim- 
inated, it would not mean that 
major construction work would 
be done hy board employes. 

The committee also approved 
a proposal to remove a statutory 
provision requiring that school 
supplies be purchased annually, 
before the beginning of the 
school year. Superintendent of 
Instruction Philip J. Hickey said 
this would allow purchases to be 
staggered through the year and 
avoid such difficulties as ware- 
house “bottlenecks.” 


The group postponed a de- 
cision on a companion proposal 
which would permit the board 
to approve purchases amounting 
to $1500 or $2000 without pub- 
lic biddimg. Present limit is 
$500, set in 1945. Committee 
members asked Hickey to tell 
them, at the next meeting, the 
total value of purchases this 
would remove from the public 
bidding category. 

Proposed changes in the laws 
approved by the committee are 
to be drawn up in legal form by 
board attorneys and presented 
to the full board for action, in 
preparation for the 1955 as- 
sembly of the Missouri Legis- 
lature.

* Secret Police Believed Part of 
7 Reason for Russian Upheaval 


’ Security System so Pervasive It Was Help- 
. ing to Jam Economy—Returned Prison- 
ers Report Better Food and Medical Care 
in Prison Camps in Last Year.

of several nationalities indicates 


state security system and the secret police, had built up a net- 
work of spying and counter-spying so far reaching that it was 
actually self-defeating. Both inside the Soviet Union and in the 
satellite states the system was so pervasive that it got in the way 
of production and helped to jam the already creaking Soviet 


economy. 


The cost of the system may 
well have seemed to Malenkov, 
and perhaps also to the military, 
to be ruinously high. As has 
happened before in Russia’s his- 
tory, spying existed of and for 
itself. It was one of the great 
state enterprises. The system 
was Beria’s, and so he was liqui- 
dated. . 

Malenkov is trying to restore 
what would be normalcy for 
Communist Russia. The best 
crack of the Berlin conference 
was that of America’s Ambassa- 
dor to Moscow, Charles E. Boh- 
len, who referred privately to 
“Warren G. Malenkov,” a refer- 
ence to the late Warren G. Hard- 
ing and the normalcy he tried 
to institute in the United States 
after World War I. 


Change in Prison Camps. 

Recently a number of Ger- 
man prisoners held in work 
camps in Arctic Siberia have re- 
turned here. They have been 
undergoing intensive interroga- 
tion and the stories they tell are 
truly extraordinary. At least 12, 
including several former Com- 
munists, were held in the huge 
Vorkuta camp, where they were 
forced to work in the coal mines. 

In circumstantial detail, they 
reported the changes of the last 
year. The food was raised from 
a bare subsistence level to some- 
thing approaching a decent 
standard. Medical care, and in 


some instances even penicillin, | 


was available. 

The opinion of these political- 
ly sophisticated Germans, who 
now say they intend to dedicate 
their lives to doing what they 
can to undermine the regime 
that used them so cruelly, is 
that, from a purely practical 
viewpoint, it was decided in Mos- 
cow that it was too costly to al- 
low so many hundreds of thou- 
sands of men and women to die 
of hunger, cold and illness after 
only a few weeks or months in 
the camp. 

Even a Sitdown Strike. 

The attitude of the top camp 
authorities at Vorkuta changed 
so much that a kind of sitdown 
strike was actually possible ac- 
cording to the story told by sev- 
eral of these returnees, up.to 
40,000 persons took part.

One element in this extraordi- 
nary manifestation was a kind 
of primitive Christianity.

One Man’s Experience.

He was released from a Soviet 
prison camp two years later on 
condition that he join the East 
German peoples’ police. A little 
later he was put in the more 
advanced security police and, 
according to his story, forced to 
become a part of the extensive 
apparatus spying on farm work- 
ers in the machine and tractor 
stations of the collective farms. 

His superiors at first required 
him to produce each month four 
new secret informers, who 
would report on their fellow- 


workers. A further advancement’ 


followed and he was ordered to 
find six new informers every 
month, As a top sergeant at 
that point, he told the commit- 
tee that he received twice as 
much pay as a skilled worker.

Case No, 2 was that of a 22- 
year-old German youth looking 
younger than his years. 

Like all East German youth, 
he had been compelled to join 
the Communist Youth Move- 
ment. When he was 19 he was 
accused with two others in his 
group, one older and one young- 
er, of forming a cell hostile to 
the regime. Specifically, they 
were accused of iting “for 
freedom” on a wall. 

No. 2 got 10 years in prison. 
Under an amnesty that appears 
to be part of the new policy, he 
was released. With his older 
companion, who had been sen- 
tenced to 25 years, he escaped 
to the West last month. The 
committee had the day before 
heard the older escapee, who 
testified that in his interroga- 
tion his hands were :strapped 
to a table and splinters of cellu- 
loid lighted under his finger- 
nails. 

No, 3 was an older man who 
had worked at the top secret 
German rocket experimental sta- 
tion on the island of Peene- 
munde in the Baltic in World 
War II until the R.A.F. destroyed 
it in a massive raid in August 
1943. He was arrested as a spy 
because after the war he talked 
to an American Army major 
about Peenemunde, where he 
had been in charge of one of the 
launching platforms testing the 
predecessor of the V-2.

A Plan for Consolidation 
To the Editor af the Post-Dispatch: 


1 have read with great interest 
your editorial of Feb. 20 on a pro- 
posal made by several other mem- 
bers of the Republican City Com- 
mittee and me to consolidate the 
city and county. 

We have also noted the state 
ments of Mayor Tucker in regard to 
it, and we appreciate the thoughtful 
opinions expressed by him and you. 
If the proposal is to succeed, it needs 
close analysis and constructive crit- 
icism. 

We believe that Mayor Tucker 
misunderstands our plan. His com- 
ments and yours cause me to believe 
that you understand our suggestion 
to have been made as a merger plan 
under subsections 1 and 3 of section 
30a, Article VI of the Missouri Con- 
stitution, 

However, our proposal is based on 
subsections 2 and 4 of section 30a 
of that Article. We regard our plan 
as one. for consolidation and not 
merger, and we have tried not to 
use the terms synonymously because 
we think that there is a distinction 
between them. 

7 7 s 

In its simplest form, our proposal 
would mereiy authorize the city to 
rejoin the county. That would not 
require merger of any of the county 
municipalities, nor would it inter- 
fere with their identity and opera- 
tion, nor would it interfere with 
their integration one with another 
if, at a later time, they should con- 
sider that desirable. In that form, 
merger of the county municipalities 

is a matter apart from consolidation. 


We personally prefer a more com- 
prehensive form of consolidation, 
such as a borough system er similar 
form, through which a closer in- 
tegration of governmental functions 
for the area can be achieved. But 
we believe that the minimum objec- 
tive is desirable in itself, and we 
further believe that it is attainable 
at this time. The success of the 
Metropolitan Sewer District demon- 
strates that, we think. 

The idea of the borough system 
persistently calls to mind the thought 
that East St. Louis might partic- 
ipate. After all, that would be but 
a progression of the Bi-State Devel- 
opment Agency concept, 

I think that I should say further 
that even under the borough sys- 
tem, it is quite feasible for the coun- 
ty municipalities to preserve their 
identities and keep that sense of 
local pride in community which 
Mayor Tucker so aptly referred to. 


oo * x 
Though this is aside from the 
principal object, it seems to me 


that the political expectations of con- 
solidation are extremely hard to 
evaluate. The political relationships 
in the city and county are very in- 
tricate, and, I believe, the forces 
which generate those “relationships 
are shifting to such an extent that 
correct analysis of the results is 
difficult. - 

Since our proposal was made, we 
have learned of many people inter- 
ested in such a plan, and we would 
be delighted to have Mayor Tucker 
and Supervisor Luman Matthews ap- 
point a group of citizens, without re- 
gard to political affiliation, from 
city and county to study the prob- 
lems involved. A Board of Free- 
holders could be appointed after this 
joint committee had finished its 
studies, 

Consolidation cannot be achieved, 
it is obvious, unless the citizens 
through their various civic organiza- 
tions espouse the cause and unless 
the metropolitan press together with 
the neighborhood newspapers lends 
its support. 

It is our hope that after further 
consideration as the affirmative side 
of consolidation new is developed 
the Mayor and the Post-Dispatch 
will give their indorsements. |

Necessary Qualification ? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch:

The No. 1 Issue 

The continued financial stability of St. Louis 
is now up to the Missouri Legislature. Gov. Phil 
M. Donnelly submitted to it the extension of 
the city’s authority to levy the earnings tax 
when he opened the second special session of 
this biennium in Jefferson City on Tuesday. 

If the legislators approve, St. Louis can base 
its municipal operations on roughly its current 
income, If they disapprove, that income will be 
cut by a round $8,000,000 a year, and there will 
have to be a relatively greater cut in many serv- 
ices—since some fixed charges must be met, no 


matter how much, or how little comes into the 


municipal till. The difference is that between a 
reasonably adequate, carefully managed commu- 


nity operation and inadequate municipal house- 


keeping which, perforce, will induce neglect and 
decay. ' 

This is the choice which will be clearly before 
the Legislature; this and the fact that if its 
members blight the city’s hopes, they will have 
to resign themselves to the effects of the city’s 
difficulties on the rest of Missouri. St. Louis 
cannot be treated as an unwanted waif except at 
a cost to the state as a whole, 

. id - 

Actually, the earnings tax is the No. 1 issue in 
Jefferson City. True, the special session was 
called primarily for extension of the farm drouth 
relief program which the Governor advocated 
most earnestly. More hay for the state’s hard- 
pressed cattle-feeders and dairy farmers, how- 
ever, is not likely te be accompanied by any 
more debate now than was the launching of this 
program last fall. Just about everybody was in 
favor of it then, and just about everybody is in 
favor of it now. The need is as obvious to city 
legislators as it is to farmers’ representatives. 

We can only regret that Gov. Donnelly did 
not personally speak as earnestly on behalf of 
the city as he did for the farmers. Instead, he 
chose to say only that Mayor Tucker and other 
St. Louis citizens had told him that the ending 
of the earnings tax in April would be prejudicial 
to “the public health, welfare and safety of said 
city,” while its continuation would enable St. 
Louis to carry on “a program that will increase 
and promote property and economic values 
which will inure to the benefit of the state as 
a whole.” 

Until some Republican legislators began to 
play politics with this issue, it had seemed that

former Mayor Kaufmamn had insured adequate 
outstate support for extension of the taxing au- 
thority. The St. Louis legislative delegation, 
meanwhile, had lined up just about 100 per cent 
in its favor. 
* ° 

It is to be hoped that this impression will be 
confirmed by the final vote on the legislation 
being presented by State Senator Michael Kin- 
ney of St. Louis. The argument that the Legisla- 
ture is being asked to impose a tax against the 
will of the people of this community simply 
does not stand up against the fact that Mayor 
Tucker—who advocated continuation of the earn- 
ings tax—wasg elected by the biggest vote in the 
history of St. Louis. Nor can it stand up against 
the popularity of former Mayor Kaufmann, who 
introduced the tax in 1946 and who was most 
ardently sought as a candidate for re-election. 

True, the tax falls in part on those who earn 
their wages in the city but live beyond its limits. 
Yet the most outstanding St. Louis county lead- 
ers have recognized the equity of this arrange- 
ment. The burden on non-residents is slight: 
their benefits are many, They know that their 
welfare depends on the city’s welfare. Most of 
them do not want to be “free riders.” 

So, how can a democratic Legislature do other 
than to permit this community to meet its own 
expenses in its own way? 
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What Makes Young Vandals? 

What is the matter with the children who are 
defacing property in the St. Louis public parks? 
Distressing as is the damage itself, the story it 
tells of maladjusted youngsters is more dis- 
tressing still. Park Commissioner Baumes says 
bicycles and automobiles have been driven over 
golf greens, newly-planted beds of flowers have 
been uprooted, walls have been smeared with 
crayon and lipstick, glass panes have been 
broken out and glass blocks have been battered 


down with timbers. 


Unquestionably the homes of these children 
are at fault, as Mr. Baumes and Mrs. E. G. Brun- 
gard, Director of Public Welfare; say. But the 
home is not the only place in which the problem 
can be attacked, and an attack in the other pos- 
sible places is all the more imperative because 
the homes involved here are all too obviously 
falling down on their jobs. 

What can be done, by all the other agencies 
that come into contact with children, to develop 
standards of good taste and good conduct? This 
is an excellent starting point for such a perma- 
nent commission on jiivenile delinquency as 
Mayor Tucker has asked Edwin B. Meissner to 
help form. 
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Box Score on Scott McLeod 


The pretense that Republicans in general and 
R. W. Scott MeLeod in particular rooted a nest 
of subversives out of the State Department has 
been exploded by figures from Scott McLeod. 

Earlier this month, the press obtained reports 
that the State Department had dismissed 534 
persons for security reasons, only 11 being dis- 
missed for reasons of questionable loyalty. 

At that time McLeod, participating in the Re- 
publican Lincoln day oratory about cleaning 
Reds out of government, described the report 
as “inaccurate.” 

Now the House Appropriations Committee has 
released McLeod’s own testimony on the matter. 
It turns out that in 1953 the State Department 
separated 590 persons as security risks, and ex- 
actly 11 were fired for reasons of questionable 
loyalty. 

These loyalty cases are and have been the 
real issue. The Government has a responsibility 
to get rid of unreliable employes, under the se- 
curity program, But the Republican orators had 
deliberately left an impression that most of the 
firings had been for reasons of disloyalty. 

So the question is who or what Scott McLeod 
was calling inaccurate, if not himself. Eleven 
loyalty dismissals are 11 loyalty dismissals. The 
figures on security risk cases yary between the 
earlier press reports and McLeod's testimony, 
but 11 loyalty cases out of 590 dismissals is even 
a lower batting average than 11 out of 534. 

McLeod’s record of removing subversives ean 
be analyzed further, Seven of the 11 cases of 
suspected disloyalty were initiated under former 
Secretary of State Acheson, before the Republi- 
can Administration and McLeod took office.

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Those Hay-Fever Weeds 


Resumption of the pollen count in this news- 
paper is a reminder that the hay-fever season 
is again at hand, and that in turn is a reminder 
of weeds. Hay-fever suffering in this metropoli- 
tan area is aggravated by property owners’ neg- 
leet to keep weeds under control within legal— 
or humane—limits. 


The spraying which the Park Department has 
done has been helpful, but still there is much 
more to be done, Police action, which is largely 
depended upon, is too spotty and too cumber- 
some.

Harvard law dean traces our constitutional right against self- 
incrimination to twelfth century; it protected men against 
torture and unfair trial and grew deep roots in English com- 
mon law; he views it as an “old friend, with useful history.” 


Extracts From an Address by Erwin N. Griswold, Dean of the Harvard 
Law School, Before the Massachusetts Bar Association ° 


Historians can trace the origin of 
this privilege ‘(against self-inerimina- 
tion) to the twelfth century. Apparent- 
ly it began in controversies between 
the king and the bishops. The bishops 
sought to examine people about a wide 
variety of alleged offenses, and the 
king sought to limit the bishops to pure- 
ly ecclesiastical subjects. 


By the sixteenth century the idea had 


- been reduced to a Latin maxim which 


was rather frequently voiced, but which 
does not seem by any means to have 
reflected the practice of that period. 
This maxim is: Nemo tenetur prodere 
se ipsum—or, in English, No one should 
be required to accuse himself. 

As early as 1589, the young Coke ap- 
parently obtained a writ of prohibition 
against proceedings im the spiritual 
courts, on this ground. But the maxim 
was then little more than an idea. ~ 


Over the next 50 years, it was appar- 
ently standard practice not only to 
make suspected persons give evidence 
against themselves, but also to use tor- 
ture to make sure that the accused 
would speak. Indeed, it appears that 
Coke himself at times participated in 
the administration of torture. 


The Star Chamber in 1637 


As we think of the development of 
the privilege as it has continued to 
this day, we should not overlook the 
fact of its close connection with the 
struggle to eliminate torture as a gov- 
ernmental practice. 

It seems quite clear that we owe the 
privilege of today primarily to Freeborn 
John Lilburn. He was a cantankerous 
person, the sort to whom we owe much 
for many of our basic rights, 

One of his contemporaries said that, 
“If all the world was emptied of all but 
John Lilburn, Lilburn would quarrel 
with John and John with Lilburn.” Like 
most conscientious people, he was stub- 


In 1637, he was haled before the 
Star Chamber on a charge of having 
imported certain heretical and seditious 
books. He refused to take the oath to 
answer truly, and the Council of the 
Star Chamber condemned him to be 
whipped and pilloried, for his “boldness 
in refusing to take a legal oath,” with- 
out which many offenses might go “un- 
discovered and unpunished.” And in 
1638, the sentence was carried out. 


But Lilburn persisted. He filed a pe- 


tition with. Parliament, and in 1641 the . 


House of Commons voted that the sen- 
tence was fllegal and against the liberty 
of the subject. Later, the House of 
Lords concurred with: this view, and 
ordered an indemnity paid to him in 
the amount of £3000, which was a very 
large sum in those days. 


Heritage of Early Settlers

Between Book Ends

STORIES FROM THE SOUTHERN REVIEW, edited 
by Cleanth Brooks and Robert Penn Warren. 
(Lovisiana State University Press, 435 pgs., $4.) 
This collection of 24 tales assays high 

in all-around excellence: the stories are 
thoughtful, perceptive, well-written and 
genuine. Occasionally they are amus- 
ing, sometimes profoundly moving, and 
always interesting. 


The general reader should not shy 
away from this reprinting of stories 
published in a quarterly review. The 
Southern Review, which existed only 
from 1935 to 1942, was a distinguished 
periodical edited by Cleanth Brooks and 
Robert Penn Warren, who also have se- 
lected the stories for the present vol- 
ume. Both men have acquired a large 
amount of reputation since leaving the 
South. A _ partial

lished at Louisiana State University 
and reflected the Southern literary 
renaissance of recent decades. These 
stories also mirror the cultivated tastes 
of the editors, for the emphasis is on 
character development against back- 
grounds and in situations genuinely ex- 
perienced. Not all the tales are first 
rate, but none is formula fiction highly 
contrived or realism imagined by Holly- 
wood. One caveat to the reader, how- 
ever: this book is not for the lover of 
plot, suspense and action, though 
James Hinton’s “Mediators to the Goat- 
herd” is an exciting story of blood and 
banditry in a remote corner of Mexico. 
Despite the large amount of violence 
and depravity in recent Southern fic- 
tion, these stories contain few murders 
and no rape. Death often is the sub- 
ject of the story, as in the excellent 
“Bereft” by Gene Albrizio or Warren's 
“When the Light Gets Green,” and the 
limitations of Southern society some- 
times are exposed, as in Miss Porter's 
“Old Mortality.” There seem to be more 
eccentric characters in the South than in 
most places, people such as the grand- 
father in Edward Donahoe’s “ 
in the Heart,” but this condition hardly 
detracts from the book’s readability. 
There is little social criticism but much 
vivid recreation of Southern society, 
and the range here is broad—from the 
decayed gentility of “The Treasure” by 
Grace Lumpkin to the small-town mean- 
nee of Eudora Welty’s “The Petrified 
an.” 
Several stories deserve special men- 
tion for their superb treatment of mood 
and character.

GIFS DROP I CT 


Report Shows Substantial 
Decrease in Both Cate- 
gories Last Year. 


A substantial decrease in total 
St. Louis gifts and bequests for 
religious purposes and fine arts 
projects was reported today in 
statistics released by John Price 
Jones Co., fund-raising consult- 
ants of New York. 

Last year $115,760 was con- 
tributed to the arts in St. Louis 
as compared with $393,729 in 
1952, the company said. The 
1953 total for religious purposes 
was $284,306 against $768,844 the 
previous year. 

A study of philanthropic dona- 
tions in 10 major cities, includ- 
| ing St. Louis, indicated total 
gifts and bequests in the group 
totaled $495,089,966 in 1953. The 
1952 figure was $496,038,509. 

Contrasting with St. Louis, the 
10 cities as a whole showed a 
sharp increase in giving in the 
fine arts field. Contributions 
in 1953 were $39,758,058, com- 
pared with the 1952 total of 
$19,062,536. Gifts for religious 
purposes were off from $29,520,- 
611 in 1952 to $13,847,777 last 
year. 
| The New York concern ex- 

plained that the 10-city average 
‘for fine arts was substantially 
increased by large foundation 
grants in some of them. Ac- 
curate statistics on religious do- 
‘nations are hard to obtain, 
|was said. 

| Total St. Louis gifts and be-| 
1 questé in all categories amounted | 
to $17,476,173 last year against 
a 1952 figure of $18,069,954. The 
categories included education, 
overseas projects, health and or- 
ganized social work in addition 
to fine arts and religion. 

In 1953, $2,521,347 was do-

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More benefits to more people were 
paid by Metropolitan in 1953 than have ever 


been paid by any Life insurance company in 
a single year. Payments to policyholders and 
beneficiaries amounted to $1,029,000,000. 


When it is realized that Metropolitan's 
benefit payments are only a portion of those 
of the Life insurance industry as a whole, 
one can readily visualize the tremendous 
stabilizing force that the people of the 
United States and Canada have built for 
themselves through Life insurance and re- 
lated coverages. 


All in all, 1953 was an outstanding year 
in your Company’s operations. In most re- 
spects, it was the best in Metropolitan's 
86-year history. In the light of the high level 
of economic activity in the United States 
and Canada, and the ability of our Field 
organization, this is not surprising. We can 
take pride in reaching new heights in service 
to the peoples of our two countries. 


National Economic Conditions 


In retrospect, 1953 was a year of tran- 
sition. Uppermost in the minds of all, but 
particularly those with sons of military age, 
was the cessation of hostilities in Korea. 
Nevertheless, we fully realize that our goal 
of a world at peace is far from won, and it 
is incumbent upon us to continue to remain 
militarily strong. With Korea no longer an 
active military theatre, we can convert some 
of our industrial facilities from production 
of materiel for human destruction to the 
satisfying of human wants. 


On the domestic front, a number of in- 
fluences have been at work to materially re- 


duce the inflationary forces, which for so 
many years have been driving the cost of 
living to ever greater heights. The curtail- 
ment of war production, a temporary catch- 
ing up with civilian demand in some areas, 
a determined effort to achieve a balanced 
budget, and a return to more orthodox 
management of public debt and fiscal affairs 
—all have played their part. 


We in the Life insurance business are 
particularly conscious of the effects of in- 
flation, which bear so heavily on the thrifty 
and those dependent on fixed incomes. All 
efforts to control this danger should receive 
our fullest support. 


In the year ahead, business will be more 
competitive, but this is no cause for con- 
cern. Competition provides the same goods 
at lower prices, or better goods and services 
at the same price. The United States has 
grown to its present outstanding position 
on the basis of competition in a free market. 


We are passing through a readjustment 
period, and have been for a number of 
months, but fundamentally this country is 
strong. Personal savings in the United States 
are now estimated at approximately 380 
billion dollars, exclusive of the holdings of 
corporate securities by individuals. 

We have, far and away, the greatest pro- 
ductive capacity of any country in the world, 
More than this, the people of this country 
and Canada have not lost their fundamental 
traits of thrift, initiative, and faith in God. 
Our two countries will go to much greater 
heights of prosperity in a peacetime econ- 
omy than ever could be achieved in the 
midst of war. 


Metropolitan Highlights of 1953 

During 1953, Metropolitan’s gain in Life 
insurance in force was substantially larger 
than was ever previously recorded by Metro- 
politan or any other Life insurance company 
in any one year. Metropolitan’s Life insur- 
ance in force, at the end of 1953, totalled 
more than $56 billion. The number of peo- 
ple covered under all forms of Metropolitan 
policies reached a record high of over 37 
million. 

The assets of the Company, which help 
guarantee the fulfillment of its obligations, 
increased by $719,000,000, and reached 
$12,312,000,000 at the close of 1953. 

Dividends to policyholders during the year 
reached an all-time high of $214,829,000. 
The interest rate earned by Metropolitan in- 
vestments, after deducting investment ex- 
penses, increased to 3.31% (compared with 
%21% for 1952), and stood at 3.09% after 
the Federal Income Tax. Mortality contin- 
ued at a low rate. Expenses increased mod- 
erately, largely because of the increased 
volume of business. 

In citing the 1953 accomplishments, we 
wish to pay particular tribute to the 48, 000 
men and women in the Metropolitan organ- 
ization who have made these results possible.

Cash Outside of Depositories. 
Also Rises During 
the Year. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24 (UP) 
— American individuals and 


businesses increased their bank 
accounts by $6,400,000,000 last 
year, the Mo Reserve Board 
reported today. 


Checking accounts shrank less 
than usual in the first half of 
the year and increased “slightly 
more” than usual during the sec- 
ond half, it said, and savings 
continued the “substantial” in- 
crease of recent years. 


Government officials and 
economists consider large sav- 
ings a key factor in the national 
economic health. 


Reporting on bank deposits 
and loans in its February publi- 
cation the board said the amount 
of cash held outside banks also 
increased last year, but less rap- 
idly than in 1952. 


The 14,000 commercial banks 
increased their loans outstand- 
ing by $3,600,000,000 during the 
tom which was less than in 


The biggest share of the in- 
crease was in loans to consum- 
ers, largely to finance automo- 
biles. The full year increase was 
$1,300,000,000, or 15 per cent, 
but the month-by-month _in- 
crease had ceased in the ‘last 
quarter of the year, the board 
said..

NE of the things that wor- 

ries a lot of part-time wood- 

workers is why when the 
project is finished does it look 
like something turned out by a 
part-time woodworker. This is 
especially annoying when all the 
various boards have been cut 
to the exact length and a good 
deal of care has been taken with 
the assembly. 

Well, from what we have been 
able to observe, the main dif- 
ference between the finished 
work of a professional and an 
amateur is that the amateur for- 
gets a lot of the little finishing 
touches. 

Nails, for example, should al- 
ways be set below the wood sur- 
face in finish work and the re- 
sulting hole filled with plastic 
wood or a filler. The same holds 
true of wood screws but here 
a hole should be drilled into the 
wood so that the screw head can 
be set below the wood surface. 
Filler is later used to fill in this 
hole. 

After this has been done you 
want to spend a little time sand- 
ing down the article in question. 
It’s assumed of course, that be- 
fore the parts were assembled 
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they were planed down to re- 
move any rough spots or rough 
edges. ' 

You'll find that where there 
is a good deal of wood to remove 
but not enough to warrant a 
plane, a cabinetmaker’s rasp will 
do nicely until the surface is 
smooth enough to be finished 
off with sandpaper. 


For most jobs you should start 
with a moderately coarse grade 
of sandpaper and work down 
through the finer grades until 
the surface feels perfectly 
smooth to the touch. Remember 
in sanding to always sand in the 
direction of the wood grain. If 
you sand at right angles to the 
grain or around in circles you 
won't get very good results.

Murder on the Road to London 


How Detectives With Aid of Yellow Handbag Tracked Down Driver Who Strangled Woman

T was 6 a.m., a damp October

was important to find them, as 
they were just the kind of things 
the murderer might have 
touched. 

Detective Superintendent 
Smeed set a hundred men seek- 
ing them. Photographs of a dup- 
licate key and purse were pub- 
lished in the daily papers. But 
the handbag—we had no dupli- 
cate of that. It had been 
crocheted by another of the dead 
woman’s sisters-in-law, at Wok- 
ing. I hurried there. 

“Could you crochet another 
handbag exactly like it?” I 
asked. : 

“Will it help you get that 
murderer?“ asked the woman, 
her lips deathly pale. “I will sit 
up all night and make it.” And 
she did. 

.The afternoon editions carried 
the photographs of the yellow 
string bag into millions of 
homes. And at his farm tea in 
West Malling, a 15-year-old lad, 
Peter Nash, suddenly ceased 
spreading butter upon his thick 
slice of hearth-baked bread. 

“Why—that photo—it’s the 
handbag I found in the old lake 
two days ago!”

I went with the lad to the 
spot among lake weeds where 
he had found the bag, a full 
field’s distance away from the 
A20 road.

“Interesting,” said Dr. 

“I find three distinct 
types of hair caught in the string 
fibers. Two belong to humans— 
and the smaller hair fragments 
are from the coat of a brown 
and black puppy.”

‘Curtain’ Will : 
Crack, Says 4 
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Mrs. Horton

npr HE IRON CURTAIN some- 


day will crack and ulti- 

mately “the impact of dem- 
ocratic ideals will so affect 
Communism that Russia and 
the Western world will move 
closer together,” believes Mrs. 
Douglas Horton, wartime com- 
mander of the WAVES and 
former president of Wellesley 
College. 

Mrs. Horton, who came to 
St. Louis to address the an- 
nual meeting of the Young 
Women’s Christian Associa- 
tion tonight at Phyllis Wheat- 
ley Branch, and the twenty- 
sixth annual conclave of the 
Congregational Woman's Mis- 
sionary Society of Missouri 
last night, said that “in the 
kind of world we have today, 


' it is unlikely that Russia can 


remain isolated very long.” 
“If we remain strong enough 
long enough to avoid war, the 
day may come when we can all 
live together in peace,” she 
said. “Think back to the vio- 
lent holy wars between Islam 
and the western Christian 
world, It took centuries for us 
to get together but now Mos- 


lems and Christians can sit down 
together ‘to discuss their prob- 
lems. 


“That does not mean, of 


course, that there isn’t a real 
and present danger from Com- 
munism. There is. Undoubtedly 
Russians are doing their best to 
infiltrate into our Government 
just as I am sure we are trying 
to infiltrate our ideas into their 


way of thinking. 


“But because of that danger 


we must be calm and collected, 
even cold-blooded 
Communism. I do not believe 
that the sowing of suspicion, re- 
iterated accusations and a com- 
bination of opinion and fact are 
the ways to deal with it.

DOUGLAS HORTON 
out, is not of Communist ideol- 
ogy, but its application in the 
realm of foreign affairs. 

“It is not a theoretic idea 
which is dangerous. That has 
been matched by our ideas and 
we know that our way is bet- 
ter. But the implementation of 
that ideology in the foreign 
political system is dangerous 
and should be handled by such 
agencies as the FBI and mili- 
tary intelligence. 

“Communism as an ‘ism’ is 
fundamentally invalid and we 
can argue it out. We can show 
how fallacious, how econom- 
ically unsound it is. But the 
other phase is not academic, 
and that is the phase which 
calls for an expertness which 
we as average individuals do 
not have. 

“I think it’s very important 
for young people to know 
Communism for what it is. 
Just to say it is dangerous 
leads to panic.” 

Mrs. Horton was suggested 
last spring as the United States 
delegate to the United Nations 
Social Commission, but the 
appointment was held up until 
too late for her to serve. She 
said here that there was no 
question of her personat loy- 
alty but that the “bunglesome” 
machinery of investigating ap- 
pointees was responsible for 
the delay. 

“I understand there have 
been changes in procedure, de- 
signed to prevent a repetition 
of this difficulty,” she said. 
“T suspect that if my experi- 
ence had anything to do with 
the changes, I have been more 
useful to my country than I 

could have been in this ap- 
pointive post.” 


A Happy Man

ITHIN the past year the 
non-fiction books sur- 
‘passed in sales fiction or 
novels. This is a happy trend 
in our contemporary civiliza- 
tion, for the reader of a seri- 
ous book must always keep an 
active mind, whereas the 
reader of fiction may be pas- 
sive and accept the doings and 
the musings of the characters 
as they are unfolded. 


It is interesting to make a 
comparison of the book re- 


‘views in the London Times 


Literary Supplement and the 
book reviews in many of our 
leading newspapers. 


Just for the fun of it, we 
counted the number of novels 
reviewed in one of the book 
review sections of an Ameri- 
can newspaper, and found 25 
were reviewed in one issue. 
Counting as non-fiction every- 
thing that was not a novel, 
there were only 13 serious 
books reviewed, 


Turning to the. London 
Times Literary, Supplement, 
we counted 9 novels reviewed, 
as compared with 40 works of 
non-fiction. 


The novel has value and oft- 


time can present a moral or 
economie problem in the con- 
crete far better than can be 
done in the abstract writing of 
non-fiction.

WHILE EACH PERSON is 
entitled to his preferences, 
the fact still remains that for 
the complete development of 
the mind, there must be seri- 
ous and intelligent reading— 
not just reading. 


A king of Poland in the 
eighteenth century, speaking 
of those who read too much 
and absorbed too little, 
flected: “A well-read fool is 
the most pestilent of block- 
heads; his learning is a flair 
which he knows not how to 
handle, and with which he 
breaks his neighbor’s shins as 
well as his own.” 

Many people live under the 
illusion that they have read 
more than they actually have. 
There is hardly anyone who 
has been through college who 
does not live under the false 
belief that he has had Dar- 
win’s “Origin of Species” or 
Spencer’s “Faery Queen.” 

It has been said that some 
of the great geniuses of the 
past never read half as much 
as the mediocre geniuses to- 


re- 


day, but what they read they 
understood and incorporated 
into a deeper dimension of 
knowledge. 

There is a world of differ- 
ence between a mind that has 
in it 10,000 bits of uncorre- 
lated information, and a mind 
that is like an organism in 
which one fact or truth is 
functionally related to every: 
other truth, as the heart is 
related to the legs and arms. 

The wisest of men read out 
of a philosophy of life, as he 
eats out of a philosophy of 
health. Mental garbage is as 
scrupulously avoided by the 
eyes in reading, as another 
kind of garbage is avoided by 
the lips. 

On the other hand, certain 
“hard” reading, such as Plato, 
Aquinas, Toynbee pass like 
iron in the blood and into the 
mind, giving it consistency and 
strength.

THE EASINESS with which 


reading matter can be pro-. 


cured today has much to do 
with the ministering to lower 
tastes. Those who had a taste 
for philosophy in the days of 
Aristotle, a yearning for poet- 
ry in the days of Dante, for 
metaphysics in the days of 
Abelard, and for sacred sci- 
ence when the monasteries 
held all the treasures of 
knowledge—spared no effort 
to absorb learning. 

But now that reading is ac- 
cessible in every drug store 
and city corner, the discrim- 
ination has decreased with the 
availability. 

After a time, useless read- 
ing weakens the mind rather 
than strengthens it; then read- 
ing becomes an excuse for the 
mind to lie dormant while 
thoughts are poured over it 
like chocolate over ice cream. 
The mind is like an hour glass 
through which ideas pass like 
sands,* nothing remaining. 

The modern man has more 
leisure than the men of a cen- 
tury ago, but he knows less 
what to do with it. 

Our education is rightly 
preparing us to make a living. 
But let education not forget 
that since man has more leis- 
ure than working hours, it 
might teach him how to spend 
his leisure. 

Give a man a taste for the 
intellectual, the spiritual and 
the moral, and you make him 
a happy man.
